NEW JERSEY'S ACTIVITY.
If New Jersey has cooled down on

the mosquito question, it Is not Inert
upon the automobile Issues. There
have bean six different additions made
to the law by the legislature and In
future it will be a misdemeanor for
anybody, whether a regular employe
or member of tha family or a friend
or what-no- t, to drive an automobile
without the consent of the owner; to
drive one when In an intoxicated con-

dition, even though there be no reck-
lessness or lack of care; to drive one
for a bet or wager or in order to break
the speed record; or to act as driver
after a license has bcn revoked; fail-
ure to display registration numbers or
the disriuy of false identification num-
bers is also made a. misdemeanor.

Twenty-fiv- e miles an hour is fixed as
the mnximum In the open country
where the houses areon an average
one hundred feet apart, and another
reducing the foes allowed Justices of
the peace, constables and witnesses to
such a low fifrure that there will be
no incentive for making wholesale ar-
rests; this law also throws the court
costs upon the complainant in case the
Judgment Is reversed upon appeal.

The law permits to go
into the state of Xew Jersey for eight
consecutive days, or for four periods
of two days each in any one calendar
year, upon the payment of a fee of 1

for a ccrriiicate; a license may be ob-
tained u;,rm written application and,
ir: ease .he non-- i csiuciit rnut'jrist is
properly registt-re- in Ills own state,
he need not take out a driver's license
in Xew Jersey; the permit granted by
that state will be sulflcient to enable
lilrn to "operate a motor vehicle."

These are commendable changes,
find they point the way to better con-

ditions fcr the public and the owners
of motor carriages. Other states will
do well to follow suit.
